Cretn ey , acco rdin g to trial testimo n y , had p icked u p 
Hen n e an d was n o t seen ag ain u n til in v estig ato rs fo u n d his 
bo dy , with an ax e embedded in his back. 
Hen n e was bein g held in the Carro ll jail fo r his co n v ic­ 
tio n o f bu rg lary . 
Defen se Atty . Walter Kilg u s, Mt. Carro ll, su bmitted 
mo tio n s to day , all o f which were den ied ex cep t that 
Hen n e’s sen ten ces ru n co n cu rren tly .

In 1943 he 
had receiv ed his B.A. degree in 
p hilo so p hy fro m the Jo sep hi­ 
nu m and in 1950 he was award­ 
ed his M.A. degree in classical 
langu ages by Ohio State Uni­ 
v ersity , Co lu mbu s, Ohio . 
Up o n req u est o f the late Bish­ 
o p Lo ras T. Lane, in 1958 he left 
the facu lty o f the Jo sep hinu m 
and began his wo rk fo r his do c­ 
to ral degree in p sy cho lo gy at 
Lo y o la Univ ersity , Chicago .

Unusual murder penally 
Sentenced to 
regular church 
attendance 


ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) - A 
y o u ng wo man who p leaded gu il­ 
ty to mu rder has been sen­ 
tenced to go to chu rch each 
Su nday fo r the nex t 10 y ears by 
a ju dge who admits he skip s re­ 
ligio u s serv ices no w and again 
himself. 
Eartha Lee Griffith, 2 8 , ap ­ 
p eared befo re Circu it Co u rt 
Ju dge Clau de R. Edwards o n 
Thu rsday and was to ld she 
co u ld decide ho w to sp end the 
nex t 10 y ears o f her life. 
“I to ld her she co u ld go to 
jail fo r the nex t 10 y ears o r 
sp end ev ery Su nday thro u gh 
1982 in a p ew,” said Edwards. 
“Fo r the first time since I hav e 
kno wn her, she smiled. She 
cho se chu rch.” 
Miss Griffith had p leaded 
gu ilty March 27 to the seco nd- 
degree mu rder o f her bo y ­ 
friend, Eddie Lee Lamp kin. She 
admitted sho o ting him to death 
in the Orlando ho me they had 
shared. 
“There were tremendo u s ex ­ 
tenu ating circu mstan ces in her 
case,” Edwards said after the 
sentencing. “Her bo y friend had 
earlier beaten her almo st to 
death and had threaten ed her 
with a weap o n.” 
Edwards said a p resentence 
inv estigatio n sho wed that she 
had no p rio r reco rd, “so after 
co nsu lting with her minister, 
sp eaking with her and co nsid­ 
ering the case at length, I de­ 
cided o n giv ing her the o p tio n.” 
He stip u lated that Miss Griff­ 
ith mu st o btain a high scho o l 
dip lo ma within the nex t fo u r 
y ears—she has co mp leted the 
11th grade. He also o rdered her 


to p ay the $2 ,000 in co u rt co sts 
at the rate o f $20 a mo nth. 
Edwards has set mandato ry 
chu rch atten dan ce as a p ro ba­ 
tio nary term befo re. 
“I feel that asso ciatio n with 
p eo p le who go to chu rch is ben ­ 
eficial whether o r no t tho se 
p eo p le are able to co nv ert the 
p ro batio ner to be religio u s,” 
Edwards said. 
Admitting his 
o u tlo o k is “a bit u no rtho do x ,” 
Edwards said sev eral lawy ers 
hav e q u estio ned it as u nco n­ 
stitu tio nal. Bu t his p ractice has 
no t been challenged in the 
co u rts. 
The 5 0-y ear-o ld ju dge said he 
is a member o f the First Meth­ 
o dist Chu rch in Orlando . 
“I hate to admit it, bu t u n­ 
fo rtu nately I’m no t as regu lar 
as I sho u ld be—I slip no w and 
again ,” he said.

D ear D r. Lam b— I hav e been 
reading 
v arious 
articles 
on 
women with w eight problem s. I 
am in m y 50s and six months 
ago I weighed 215 pounds. I 
thought nothing of it and just 
k ept right on eating. An acci­ 
dent caused m e to go to the doc­ 
tor and he ask ed m e in a gentle 
way to try eating half of what I 
was eating, along with giv ing 
up sw eets and starches. I m ade 
up m y own diet which the doc­ 
tor check ed. 
My diet consisted of an abun­ 
dance of will pow er pills, along 
with chick en, tuna, bak ed fish, 
roast and steak and a stuffed 
green pepper now and then, 
with such v egetables as brocco­ 
li, cauliflow er, green beans, let­ 
tuce, salad and also a lot of cot­ 
tage cheese. I drank tom ato 
juice for b reak fast, coffee, tea, 
cream of w heat, and once in a 


while two strips of bacon fried 
crisp. 
D ear R eader— Thank you for 
your nice letter. You are liv ing 
proof that one of the principles 
in losing w eight is reducing cal­ 
ories and a good way for a per­ 
son to do this is indeed to just 
decrease the quantity of ev ery­ 
thing they hav e been eating. 
The diet you describe abov e has 
certain im portant features. It 
contains quite a bit of protein 
from chick en, tuna, bak ed fish 
and other item s that you m en­ 
tioned. 
Any diet, ev en 
for losing 
weight, should include a signifi­ 
cant 
am ount 
of 
v egetables, 
w hich you hav e d e sc rib e d . 
These prov ide bulk and k eep 
the person satisfied. Cottage 
cheese is excellent. For losing 
weight I usually recom m end 
uncream ed or low-fat cottage 
cheese. Following such a sensi­ 


ble diet consistently will cause 
weight loss. 
D ear Dr. L am b— I would lik e 
to ask you about catsup. My two 
sons and one of the wiv es and a 
grandson a re all crazy about it. 
They hav e catsup on any m eal, 
ev ery day, ev en on fried eggs. I 
hav e cautioned m y sons that | 
catsup m ight not be good for 
their health but I would lik e to 
hear w hat you say about it. 
D ear R eader— There is noth­ 
ing wrong with catsup, except 
for those people who cannot tol­ 
erate spicy foods or hav e to 
elim inate salt from their diet 
because of m edical problem s. 
C atsup after all is mostly tom a­ 
toes and spices. Catsup has 
gone a long way to rescue a lot 
of unpalatable m eals. A ccord­ 
ing to news stories one of the 
nation’s leading citizens lik es 
the 
com bination 
of 
cottagq 
cheese and catsup.

think m edicine m ay now hav e a 
way to conduct m ass screening 
of wom en, a project they be­ 
liev e m ight elim inate the dis­ 
ease as a m ajor k iller of A m er­ 
ican women. 
E stim ates are that this year 
71,000 women will learn they 
hav e breast cancer and 30,000 
will die from it. 
The heat-sensing instrum ents 
m easure infrared radiation. In 
Vietnam they’re used in w eap­ 
on system s and for enem y de­ 
tection at night. In m edicine, 
they’v e becom e p a rt of a m a­ 
chine called a therm ograph. 
“ We feel that therm ography 
is going to prov e to be of the 
sam e v alue in b reast cancer 
detection as the P ap sm ear in 
cerv ical c a nc e r,” predicted Dr. 
Alfonso Zerm eno, a biophysicist 
at the M. D. Anderson Hospital 
here w here m ore than 3,000 
women hav e been studied with 
therm ography since the mid- 
19 60s. O ther doctors hav e ex­ 
pressed 
reserv ations 
about 
therm ography. 
M ass screening of women for 
cerv ical cancer using the quick , 
inexpensiv e and easy to adm in­ 
ister P ap sm ear has brought a 
d ram atic reduction in the dis­ 
ease in recent years. C erv ical 
cancer w as a leading k iller of 
women 30 years ago. 
Doctors hav e recognized for 
som e tim e that early detection 
of b reast cancer through m ass 
screening is a secret to con­ 
quering the m alady, which p a r­ 
ticularly strik es women ov er 
40. But the necessary dev ices 
hav e been lack ing. 
Ev en the m ost sk illful doc­ 
tor’s fingers c a n’t locate a tiny, 
new tum or. An X -ray technique 
called m am m ography can spot 
tum ors, but it has lim itations, 
is expensiv e and controv ersy- 
ridden because of the radiation 
inv olv ed. It has nev er gained 
acceptance as a m ass screen­ 
ing technique. 
The 
principle 
inv olv ed 
in 
therm ography is sim ple. For 
som e reason cancer 
tum ors 
generate m ore heat than sur­ 
rounding 
body 
tissues. 
This 
heat is rad iated outw ard from 
the body as infrared radiation. 
It will show up on an infrared 
scanner just as the heat from 
an 
enem y 
truck 
engine 
in 
Southeast Asia will appear. The 
therm ograph, which sits on a 
tripod and look s lik e a portrait 
photographer’s cam era, m eas­ 
ures only the body’s natural 
radiation. 
Not all doctors a re ready to 
accept therm ography, how ev er. 
And ev en its m ost av id propo­ 
nents w arn it should be used in 
a m ass screening program only 
in conjunction with a physical 
exam ination of the b reasts ei­ 
ther by a doctor or a highly 
trained param edic.

Geo rg e W. Co msto ck, p ro fesso r o f 
ep idemio lo g y at Jo hn s Ho p kin s 
Un iv ersity , an d was rep o rted by him 
to the six th an n u al In tern atio n al 
Water Qu ality Sy mp o siu m held 
recen tly in Washin g to n .

Fo r o n e thin k, he fo u n d that 
p eo p le fro m lo wer so cial an d 
eco n o mic lev els sho wed a g reater 
risk o f dy in g fro m heart disease than 
tho se who were better edu cated o r 
liv ed in ho u ses with mo re than o n e 
bathro o m. 


Also , the risk o f fatal heart 
disease was hig her fo r cig arette 
smo kers than fo r n o n smo kers, bu t 
lo wer fo r bo th than fo r tho se who 
had ev er smo ked cig ars. 
Mo st su rp risin g , he said, was that 
heart disease risk fo r p erso n s at­ 
ten din g chu rch in freq u en tly was

o rn ia badly . 
McGo v ern ’s p lan is co n tain ed in 
a thickly do cu men ted “altern ativ e 
Defen se bu dg et” which p ro p o ses 
massiv e sav in g s thro u g h cu ts in 
bo th man p o wer an d military hard­ 
ware. 
The Bro o kin g s In stitu tio n ’s n ew­ 
ly released 46 8-p ag e stu dy o f Presi­ 
den t Nix o n ’s fiscal 1973 bu dg et deals 
with these matters as well as all 
o ther p rin cip al bu dg et q u estio n s. In 
the first o f sev eral rep o rts o n the 
stu dy , we will lo o k main ly at what 
the researchers hav e to say abo u t 
defen se man p o wer. 
As a basis fo r co mp ariso n , n o te 
that McGo v ern wo u ld redu ce 
strictly military man p o wer (n o t 
in clu din g civ ilian defen se wo rkers) 
by so me 6 50,000 men . He wo u ld brin g 
ho me to their U.S. bases so me 
170,000 o f the 3 00,000 n o w statio n ed in 
Eu ro p e u n der NATO. 
The clear imp o rt o f the Mc­ 
Go v ern su g g estio n is that su ch man ­ 
p o wer redu ctio n s wo u ld brin g big 
sav in g s. 
Bu t the Bro o kin g s an aly sis sho ws 
that fro m fiscal 1968 to 1973, to tal 
U.S. military an d civ ilian defen se 
man p o wer was cu t by 1.5 millio n 
p erso n s — an d y et p ay ro ll an d o ther 
p erso n n el co sts wen t u p by $10 
billio n . 
Fu rthermo re, decisio n s already 


taken by Co n g ress an d reflected in 
the p ro p o sed 1973 bu dg et will mean , 
say s Bro o kin g s, a fu rther an n u al 
in crease o f $4.5 billio n in defen se 
man p o wer co sts. 
Say s the rep o rt: 
“Pay leg islatio n alo n e has in ­ 
creased the Defen se bu dg et sin ce 
1967 by an amo u n t almo st eq u al to 
the bu dg etary sav in g s realized fro m 
withdrawal fro m Vietn am.” 
Defen se man p o wer co sts in the 
fiscal y ear startin g in Ju ly will take 
u p 56 p er cen t o f the Defen se Dep art­ 
men t bu dg et. Nin e y ears ag o the 
fig u re was 43 p er cen t. 
This is a v ery in terestin g fig u re, 
sin ce mu ch o f the p u blic arg u men t 
adv an ced by critics o f heav y defen se 
sp en din g u su ally flatly say s o r 
imp lies that military hardware — 
v ast n ew su ms fo r missiles, big g er 
an d faster bo mbers, mo re mo dern 
n u clear su bmarin es, etc. — is the 
p rep o n deran t co st item in the 
bu dg et. 
As it has in p rev io u s detailed 
an aly ses, Bro o kin g s demo lishes at a 
stro ke the idea that brin g in g ho me 
half o f o u r Eu ro p ean -based fo rce 
wo u ld p ro v ide majo r sav in g s. Say s 
the in stitu tio n ’s stu dy : 
“It co sts n o mo re in cremen tally 
to statio n fo rces in Eu ro p e than to 
statio n them in the Un ited States. 
Brin g in g them back fro m Eu ro p e 
wo u ld n o t in itself sav e mo n ey .” 
(They wo u ld still hav e to be 
ho u sed, fed, train ed, eq u ip p ed, an d 
o u tfitted with airlift cap acity in case 
o f o v erseas crisis.)

Gray was 
thin kin g p rimarily abo u t the dan g er 
o f p hy sical v io len ce. Bu t u n res­ 
train ed camp aig n tactics also can 
p ro du ce an u g ly climate fo r civ ilized 
p o litics. 
Gray ’s messag e is a timely o n e 
fo r Sen s. Geo rg e McGo v ern an d Hu ­ 
bert Hu mp hrey , n o w camp aig n in g 
fiercely in the Califo rn ia Ju n e 6 
p rimary . Bo th men hav e thu s far 
made an effo rt to av o id disto rtio n s 
an d main tain their o rato ry at a 
resp ectable lev el. Ten sio n is so hig h, 
ho wev er, in this fin al p o p u larity 
co n test befo re the Demo cratic 
co n v en tio n that n o t all their adv isers 
an d p artisan s are so carefu l. 
Already there hav e been sev eral 
in ciden ts that reek o f g u tter tactics 
fro m bo th camp s. An d u n less the 
can didates themselv es keep a clo ser 
rein o n their wo rkers the situ atio n 
may deterio rate to the p o in t where 
Presiden t Nix o n will be reelected by 
a lan dslide, n o matter which o f the 
Demo crats win s the Califo rn ia 
p rimary . 
The McGo v ern camp , fo r in ­ 
stan ce, has p laced n ewsp ap er ad­ 
v ertisemen ts falsely describin g the 
Vietn amese War as “the Jo hn so n - 
Hu mp hrey -Nix o n War.” As Ly n do n 
Jo hn so n ’s Vice Presiden t, Hu m­ 
p hrey had n o mo re co n tro l o v er 
Vietn amese War p o licy than Sp iro 
Ag n ew do es n o w. The Presiden t is 
the n atio n ’s o n ly Co mman der-in - 
Chief. 
A McGo v ern p artisan also 
p lan ted in the New Yo rk Times 
recen tly a rev iv al o f an o u trag eo u s 
smear u sed ag ain st Hu mp hrey in 
1960, to the effect that he was a 
“draft-do dg er” in Wo rld War II. In 
fact, Hu mp hrey did n o t serv e in the 
war becau se he had a leg itimate 
min o r medical disability . 
A fu n d-raisin g letter mailed o v er 
McGo v ern ’s n ame last week recites 
his reco rd o n behalf o f civ il rig hts 
an d den o u n ces Nix o n ’s an ti-bu sin g 
p o sitio n as attemp tin g to set the 
clo ck back 20 y ears. “An d I mu st say 
fran kly ,” it adds, “I can n o t u n der­ 


stan d Sen . Hu mp hrey ’s co n lmen t 
du rin g the Flo rida p rimary that 
Presiden t Nix o n was at last ‘cat­ 
chin g u p ’ to his o wn p o sitio n .”

1968 to keep this war g o in g by v o tin g 
fo r su p p lemen tal fu n ds fo r Viet­ 
n am.” In tru th, McGo v ern made a 
sp eech as late as Feb. 28, 1965, 
su p p o rtin g i Jo hn so n ’s Vietn am 
bo mbin g p o licy an d a y ear later 
v o ted ag ain st rep eal o f the Gu lf o f 
To n kin Reso lu tio n , which serv ed as 
Jo hn so n ’s Co n g ressio n al au tho rity 
fo r the war. Bu t he certain ly n ev fcr 
“wo rked hard” fo r the war, an d he 
activ ely o p p o sed it after 1966, two 
y ears befo re Hu mp hrey did. An d n o 
resp o n sible sen ato r co u ld refu se to 
ap p ro v e fu n ds fo r su p p lies fo r 
American s stu ck in Vietn am, n o 
matter ho w mu ch he wished they 
were n o t there. 
In additio n , there has been so me 
Hu mp hrey -co n n ected literatu re 
claimin g McGo v ern ho lds ex tremist 
v iews o n abo rtio n , amn esty , an d 
leg alizatio n o f mariju an a. Bu t the 
v iews o f Hu mp hrey an d McGo v ern 
are p ractically in den tical 
o n 
abo rtio n an d amn esty . Bo th are o n 
reco rd as bein g o n ly fo r elimin atio n 
o f crimin al p en alties fo r p o ssessio n 
o f p o t; McGo v ern has g o n e a little 
fu rther by in dicatin g also that he 
mig ht later co n sider with an o p en 
min d treatin g m ariju an a like 
alco ho l.

6. Be prepared to trace y ou r 
employ ment record, inclu ding 
beginning dates and qu itting 
dates, names of employ ers, lo­ 
cation, positions held and sal­ 
ary . 
7. Be prepared to list at least 
three people (besides employ ­ 
ers) who will giv e character 
references. Know their ad­ 
dresses and telephone nu m­ 
bers. 
I hav e been in a position to 
observ e a great deal of embar­ 
rassment and disappointment 
becau se people cou ldn’t meet 
the simple requ irements listed 
abov e. The candidate who has 
to go home and come back with 
facts and figu res is going to lose 
ou t to one who has the informa­ 
tion at his fingertips. I’v e ob­ 
serv ed, too, Ann, that the per­ 
son who is prepared has an air 
of confidence that makes a good 
first impression.—Gainesv ille 
Dear Gainesv ille: (What an 
appropriate signatu re!) And 
now I’d like to add a su ggestion 
of my own. 
I am aware that many capa­ 
ble, bright y ou ng people wear 
their hair long, hav e beards and 
dress non-establishment.

Tax balk by Mrs. Hart 
Most Americans fail to 
carry out their threats

WASHINGTON (AP) - In 
publicly declaring her refusal 
t6 pay income tax es that sup­ 
port the Vietnam war, Sen. 
Philip A. Hart’s wife joins a 
few thousand other Americans, 
most of whom failed to carry 
out their threats. 
Most of those who challenged 
the Internal Rev enue Serv ice 
lost their cases. 
Figures for 1971 income-tax 
returns 
showed 
that 
1,740 
Americans indicated to the IRS 
they would not pay any tax es 
because of the war. 
But a spokesman said tax - 
delinquent accounts hav e been 
set up in only 631 of these 
cases, meaning that the IRS is 
taking formal action to collect 
for nonpay ment. 
In prev ious y ears, the num­ 
ber of Americans who hav e 
protested to the IRS has grown. 
Last y ear, there were 1,6 48 who 
told the IRS they didn’t intend 
to pay tax es, but the agency 
was forced to collect in 6 9 8 
cases. 


In 19 6 9 , 1,401 protested, but 
only 368 drew formal action by 
IRS. In 19 6 8 , there were 592 
who protested and 140 tax - 
delinquent accounts. 
“ The numbers are tiny when 
y ou consider there were an av ­ 
erage of 75 million returns ov er 
those y ears,” the spokesman 
said. 
Today ’s figures only take into 
account those, such as Mrs. 
Hart, who hav e formally pro­ 
tested to the IRS. The spokes­ 
man acknowledged that those 
who use more-subtle means to 
escape pay ing tax es in protest 
might not be detected if they 
didn’t let the serv ice know. 
Folk singer J oan Baez an­ 
nounced in 19 6 8 she didn’t in­ 
tend to pay that part of her in­ 
come tax es related to the mili­ 
tary budget. But the gov ern­ 
ment collected from her bank 
accounts through court action. 
A common form of protest is 
refusal to pay the federal tele­ 
phone ex cise tax , but no figures 
were immediately av ailable on 


these. It is said to be small in 
relation to the number of tele­ 
phone customers. 
Mrs. Hart wrote the IRS May 
10 that she was refusing to in­ 
clude a check for $6 ,200 with 
her quarterly tax estimate. 
According to an IRS spokes­ 
man, if an estimated tax pay ­ 
ment is not paid, is late or not 
enough is paid, a six -per-cent 
penalty applies. But the IRS

waits until the return for the 
y ear is filed to assess penalities 
or take action. 
Mrs. Hart said she put the 
money into a special bank ac­ 
count instead of pay ing it to the 
1RS. 
1RS officials said that in 
some similar cases, the protest­ 
er has prov ided the serv ice 
with the bank-account number 
to make collection easier. 


An swer to Prev io u s Pu zzle 


Financial institutions 
at odds over money

NEW YORK (AP) - Money 
isn’t ev ery thing, but don’t try 
selling that routine to the v ari­ 
ous financial institutions who 
are now shooting it out in ev ery 
corner of America. 
They ’re not getting along; in 
fact, they ’re popping off à t 
each other, and it’s all about 
money . 
The scenario for “ The Shoot­ 
out at Money Gulch” has a cast 
of thousands and inv olv es many 
billions of dollars. Ev ery state 
in the Union is inv olv ed and so 
is the federal gov ernment. 
Included in the cast are 14,- 
000 commercial banks, 6 ,000 
sav ings and loan associations, 
49 0 mutual sav ings banks and, 
to some ex tent, more than 20,- 
000 credit unions. One item of 
contention is $473 billion in sav ­ 
ings. 
And the plot: The thrift in­ 
stitutions, that is, the sav ings 
and loan associations and the 
mutual sav ings banks, 
are 
strictly restrained in the ty pes 
of serv ices they offer. The com­ 
mercial, or full serv ice banks, 
hav e wide priv ileges. The oth­ 
ers want to share in them. 
Specifically , the S&Ls and 
mutual banks—and ev en, it is 
sometimes suggested, the cred­ 
it unions—want the right to of­ 
fer checking accounts and ev en 
to dev elop into full serv ice fam­ 
ily finance centers. 
The full serv ice banks don’t 
want that kind of competition. 
They prefer to see the S&Ls 
and mutuals restrict them­ 
selv es to accepting sav ings and 
then inv esting those sav ings 
mainly 
in 
home 
mortgage 
loans. 
The full serv ice banks argue 
that there is little need for any 
dilution of their rights so long 
as the public is serv ed and, 
they claim, it is serv ed. 
While the showdown is oc­ 
curring throughout the country 
on the state lev el, the most sig­ 
nificant aspect of the com­ 
petition right now is the Hunt 
Commission Report, headed by 
Reed Hunt, a retired corporate 
ex ecutiv e. 
In the spring of 19 70 Presi­ 
dent Nix on appointed a special 
Commission on Financial Struc­ 


ture 
and 
Regulation 
and 
charged it with “ rev iewing and 
study ing the structure, oper­ 
ation and regulation of the pri­ 
v ate financial institutions ...” 
The 121-page report presented 
just before last Christmas in­ 
cluded 8 9 recommendations, 
among them: new powers for 
the thrift institutions, a pha­ 
seout of interest-rate ceilings, a 
uniform tax formula for all in­ 
stitutions that offer checking 
accounts. 
Moreov er, it recommended 
that S&Ls and mutuals be 
allowed to make secured and 
unsecured consumer loans in 
amounts not to aggregate in ex ­ 
cess of 10 per cent of total as­ 
sets. 
The nex t major mov e on the 
national lev el is ex pected to 
come sometime later this y ear 
when the President is ex pected 
to send to Congress his own 
recommendations, based partly 
on the Hunt report. 
Whether the President follows 
the commission recommenda­ 
tions is still in doubt, howev er. 
The battle is far from settled; 
the shooting continues.
